He then opened several mail sacks 
until he found the registered packet of let- 
ters, which he took and ordered the stage to 
proceed, The robber was apparently about 
thirty-five years of e and wore a black 
slouched hat, overalls, and woollen jacket 
with belt, and had about two months’ beard.

As is commonly known the scrip issued to 
half-breeds in Manitoba and the North-West 
by the government of Canada is for the ex- 
tinguishment of the Indian title to the land 
of the country, in which the half-breeds as 
descendants of the Indians are admitted to 
have aright. In dealing with the Indians 
the principle acted upon is that as long as an 
Indian exists he owns an interest in the land, 
for which heis entitled to compensation by 
annuity. The half-breeds, who had not the 
full rights of Indians and whose mode of life 
made the bargain of the Indians unsuitable 
to them had their rights commuted by the 
grant of certain lands, or of scrip having a 
land value, to a certain amount. Instead of 
tie right being continued in future genera- 
tions of half-breeds as in the case of the Indi 
ans, the commutation of the rights of those 
living in the country at a fixed date was held 
to be commutation of the Indian rights of 
all half-breeds and their descendants. In the 
Province of Manitoba the date fixed upon was 
July 15th, 1870, that being shortly after the 
agreeinent was made between the delegates 
of the half-breedsand the Canadian yovern- 
ment, and that is the date taken as the basis 
of the issue of scrip in the North-West. Al- 
though, as expressed in the lands act, it was 
always admitted that means similar to 
those employed in Manitoba were necessary to 
extinguish the interest of the North-West 
half-breeds in the Indian title, no steps vere 
taken to this end until the spring of 1885, 
when an order-in-council was passed at Otta- 
wa authorizing the issue of scrip to North- 
West half-breeds under certain regulations. 
No means were taken, however, to ascertain 
whether the terms of the proposed issue 
were satisfactory to the half-breeds concerned 
or not, and when the scrip commission ar- 
rived at Qu’Appelle they were met by the de 
finite refusal of the half-breeds of that dis- 
trict to accept the terms offered as a settle- 
ment, The terms were then altered and the 
issue of scrip procceded. 

While the half-breeds throughout the terri- 
toriesare satisfied with the amount of the 
scrip and the conditions of its issue they ob- 
ject to the final settlement being based ona 
date of sixteen years &gO merely because 
that was the date of settlement fixed 
upon in Manitoba, If the Manitoba 
settlement applies to them they claim com- 
pensation for the loss sustained by them 
through the sixteen years’ delay of the gov- 
irnmentand the accompanying decrease in the 
land purchasing power of the scrip. While 
on the other hand, if the present is a new and 
distinct settiement from that in Manitoba. 
as it certainly is—they claim that—as in 
Manitoba—all living in the distriet affected 
by it at the date at which it is made should 
participate in it. They prefer that the latter 
concession should be made, by which the 
children born since 1870 would benetit, and 
in a petition now being circulated for signa- 
tures in this district agree to waive all claims 
for theniselves On account of the delay men 
tioned it the settlement is made to date. 

The justice of the claim put forward by 
these halt-breeds is apprrent, and the yov- 
erminent will do Well to consider it in a just 
and liberal spirit and by making a definite 
Agreement and final settlement with the 
half-breeds of the country remove all grounds 
of complaint and hard feeling on this ques: 
tion of the Indian title,

LOCAL. 

Dvurine a heavy rain and thunder storm on 
the afternoon of Wednesday July 30th, seve- 
ral partics who were watching the storm from 
the windows of Mr. Pagerie’s hotel on the 
Fort Saskatchewan trail,saw a large globe of 
fire strike the ground near Mr. Bourk’s fence 
a couple of hundred yards away. It exploded 
at once with a report which shook the ho- 
tel and frightened the inmates considerably, 
scattering in thousands of pieces of fire. 
After the storm ceased the ground where the 
ball of fire struck was examined carefully, 
but no trace of it or effect from the explosion 
could be seen. 


Tuk Calgary Tribune of July 10th gives 
particulars of the burning of the C. P. R. 
train at the Beaver in the Selkirk rauge. The 
accident occurred on the evening of the 8th 
to the train coming east, consisting of a mail 
and express car, a first and second class 
coach anda sleeper. Post office inspector 
McLeod and J. Carscaden of Winnipeg were 
the only passengers. As the train was on an 
up grade a wood pile some distance ahead 
was noticed to be on fire. An attempt was 
made to runpast it but the track had been 
damaged, and in the attempt all the train 
except the sleeper was ditched. The sleeper 
was uncoupled and allowed to run back down 
the grade out of danyer, but the other cars 
caught fire at once and were burned. The 
letter mail was Saved by the clerk, who re- 
ceived some severe burns, but the express 
matter and baggage were lost. 


K. A. McLEop received from his brother in 
Vancouver B. © by last mail a copy of the 
first issue of the Vancouver Advertiser after 
the fire of June 13th, dated June 29th. On 
the day after the fire lumber was being de- 
livered on the ground for new buildings and 
before sundown several were occupied. The 
disbursements of the relief committee have 
been $25,525. Uptothe 29th nearly a mil- 
lion feet of lumber had been delivered on the 
town site for new buildiugs. One hundred 
buildings have been erected or are in course 
of construction, and building contracts of 
$200,000 have been let since the fire besides. 
Of the 150 business finns in the city betore 
the fire, all but about adozen have resumed 
business. Numerous sales and leases of lots 
have been made since the fire and everything 
indicates that before fall the town will be at 
least double as large and much more sub- 
stantial than before the fire. Groceries, pro- 
visions and general merchandise are abeut 
Winnipeg prices, while lumber is only $12.50 
for rough and 320 for dressed. 

A MEETING of the directors of the Edmon 
ton agricultural society was held in the 
school house on July 17th, 1886, for the pur- 
pose of hearing reports of directors who 
were appointed to solicit subscriptions. Pre- 
sent, RK. McKernan president, Geo. Long, 
J.T. Turner, John H. Howard, Jas. Kelly, 
G. A, Blake and Thos. Hutchings. Minutes 
of previous meeting read and adopted. The 
moneys collected by the directors was hand- 
ed to the treasurer. The by-laws of the so- 
ciety were read by the secretary, and aftera 
few changes adopted on motion of Geo. 
Long seconded by Jas. Kelly. The president 
called for a report of the committee on the 
prize list, which was presented by G. A. 
Blake. A few changes were reconmended, 
Which were adopted, — It was mioved by Jas. 
Kelly, seconded by Thos. Hutchings tnat 
there be three classes for imported horses 
and one for native ponies; carried. Moved 
by Mr. Turner seconded by Mr. Hutchings 
thaf the directors meet next Saturday at 2:30 
to fix prizes. Kesolved that no exhibits be 
admitted from the south side of Battle river. 


THE robbery of the Prince Albert stage re- 
calls the scare to which the scrip buyers who 
intended to come north were subjected at 
Calgary. Just before the commission start- 
ed out a report was circulvted that a scheme 
was on foot to hold up the buyers, who were 
known to have lots of wealth with them. 
The buyers took a good deal of stock in the 
story and called upon the police for an es- 
cort, Which wasrefused. Upon this several 
of the buyers declined to risk the trip, while 
those who did risk it came through with fear 
and trembling. They were subjected to con- 
siderable chaffing on account of their timidity 
after theirarrival here, but since the robbery 
of the Prinee Albert mail the laugh has been 
on their side, and they are congratulated on 
their good luck. Considering the large 
amount of cash which these parties were 
bringing through Sin a legitimate business, | 
their requestfor police protection seems to 
have been reasonable and its refusal unrea- 
sonable, unless indeed the authorities are bet- 
ter posted on the movements of tough char 
acters than they ever have been.

of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had ;

Rerortren this week that the police at 
Calgary had orders to disarm the Blackfeet at 
the Crossing on account of threatening de- 
monstrations made by them. The force of 
police was expected to be from 500 to 800 
strong. 

Davin Curviony has opened a hotel, saloon 
and billiard hall at the St. Albert bridge 
southside. The saloon and billiard hall will 
be run by Louis . The building is 
60x20. An opening ball was given on Tues- 
day night last. 

GRAND muster of the officials of the three 
Indian agencies of this district at St. Albert 
on Thursday last and ensuing days to assist 
in the release from the treaty of such half 
breeds of their respective agencies as de- 
sire to take scrip. 


Tuk Saskatchewan Herald says that gal- 
vanized iron poles for 90 miles of the new 
telegraph line by way of Pitt are being de- 
livered at Battleford from Swift Current. 
The line between Saddle lake creek and Pitt 
will probably not be built until next sum- 
mer. 

THe summer supply of flour and bacon for 
this Indian agency has been delivered, the 
flour by A. Macdonald of Winnipeg and the 
bacon by: the H.B.Co. The Victoria flour 
contract is being filled by the Portage Milling 
company, the flour having gone in already by 
Beaver lake on Ad. McPherson's carts. 


Jos. Roorers and Dr. Arten leave to-day by 
row-boat for Grand Rapids and Winnipeg, 
taking with them Jas. Rogers, who has been 
lying here seriously ill for a month past, but 
who is now slightly recovered. This mode 
of conveyance is chosen as being easier on 
Leg than the journey by stage and 
rail. 


On Thursday about fifteen half-breeds who 
had taken the Indian treaty were discharged 
and received their scrip. The number in- 
cluded the Gladu family who formed 
the greater portion of the band on the Two 
Hills reserve close to town. There is now no 
reason why this reserve should not be thrown 
open to settlement at an early date. 


Nor the least advantage in raising timo- 
thy is that it is ready for cutting much ear- 
lier than swamp hay. This season J. Hol- 
land had a field of timothy stacked before the 
cutting of swamp hay had fairly commenced. 
This season harvest will crowd very closely 
on the heels of haying, as it would not if 
timothy were being cut instead of wild grass. 


As a condition of their discharge from the 
Indian treaty the half-breeds who desire to 

et’scripsign the following agreement: ‘I 

ereby forfeit all Indian rights; I agree to 
leave the reserve, togive up my house and 
any other improvements which I may have 
on the reserve without compensation, also 
any cattle and implements which I may have 
received as an individual or as a member of 
the hand.” 

Tuk Canada Gazette contains notice of the 
Sigal gg ge by letters patent dated June 
9th of the Edmonton Cemetery Company 
‘*for the purposes of acquiring and holding 
lands; and enclosing, surveying and im- 
proving the same, and erecting buildings 

hereon, and selling and otherwise disposing 
of such landsin plots for the int rment of 
the dead,” with a total capital stock of 35,000 
divided into 500 shares of $10 each. 

Nevsen & Bourk brought rich specimens 
of quartz from the head of the McLeod river 
similar to those brought by Philledeau and 
party. They found no ledge, however and 

hink the ledges from which the specimens 
cume are in the Rockies. There was plenty 
of gold on the McLeod, but so light that they 
could not save it. It was very much lighter 
than Saskatchewan gold, They believe that 
the North fork of the Saskatchewan heads in 
the mineralrange of the Rockies and that 
down it the greater part of the gold in the 
Saskatchewan comes.
